‘MRS. AVISE’S STATEMENT. - 

On Saturday, about near sunset, she 


-and her husband were coming from 


town in a One-horse spring wagon.

As they drove towards the cabin (there 
was no door on the side facing us as we 
went along; the door faces my house) 
we did not think of any one being there, 
as it is ynusual for them to be there at 
that hour. We passed many times 
and never saw any one, but had seen 
them therein the morning. Saw the 
men come to the little door in front of 
the house facing my house, with arms 
in their hands, but said nothing and we 
ysaid nething. I was driving 
myself and very fast. We 
drove on past, straight down the road. 
We were nearly off the tract claimed by 
Smith, when my husband says, ‘‘Drive 
across and we will see what they have 
done with our wood.’’ That morning 
we had had . some wood in our’ 
lumber wagon, and had told the driver | 
where to throw it off. Ididso. He 
laughed and said, ‘‘Well, I guess we 
will have to buy some more wood, as 
they have hauled it off forus.”” He also 
said, ‘‘Drive up the mare and we will 
get some hay for her.’’ The bay is not 
in dispute. As he said that he had his 
hand onthe stack. Iturned around and 
saw those men coming on arun, I 
screamed out, ‘“‘Oh, Ben, Smith and 
those armed men are  com- 
ing!’ He _ started towards the 
buggy, but was only. able to get in 
front of the mare’s head when they 
came to the back end of the buggy, and 
three went on the left side and two on 
the right with their guns drawn and 
fingers on the trigger. He says, ‘‘For 
God’s sake, don’t shoot, for I am only 
after my hay.’’ The first words that 
Wm. Smith said, when he came up, 
were, ‘‘D—m you, your time’s come; 
I’ve laid here ten days and nights to kill 
you.”” Then Kimball said, ‘‘This is as 
good atime as any, and Smith says, 
‘‘Let him have it.’’ I was in the 
buggy and I jumped out to the left as 
I saw Kimball level on him 
and tried to get hold of his gun, but 
was prevented by a blow or something 
from Smith, and staggerd towards the 
ground. Just at that time Kimball fired. 
As I raised to see what was done, Wm 
Smith placed his gun against my breast 
and snapped two caps, and. then said to 
his son, ‘*George, give me your gun and 
I’il fix her; Kimball give him another 
load.’’ Kimball said, ‘‘He’s dead asa 
d——d dog, anyhow.”’ As Smith was 
getting in shape the gun he had receiv- 
ed from his son George, I looked 


| toward the right of our house and saw 


my son,8 years old, coming through 


_| the field. I screamed to him, asking him 


where his grandpapa or uncle was. 
He said, ‘‘They’re coming, ma.’’ Heard 
the rattle of a hay-rack behind the hay- 
‘| stack, but when Smith saw wy little 
| boy (he was just ready to discharge the 
second time) he left with three of his 
party. Kimball remained standing with 
Ed. Cummings. Iran to my husband, 
but saw there was, no chance, jerked 
my cloak out of the wagon and placed 
it under his head. I jumped into the 
buggy and drove to the Mission for 
help, fud returned with a constable. 
The coustable found Kimball at Smith’s 
honse and arrested him, putting hand- 
cuffs on him. The constable asked him: 
‘‘Are you the fnan that killed Avise?”’ 
He said, ‘‘I am, sir.’ Wm. Smith 
came up and asked the constable: ‘Are 
you going to town to-night?’ Didn’t 
hear the constable’s_ reply. 
beckoned to him, saying: ‘‘I wart to 
speak to you.’” Smith and the consta- 
ble talked to each other and I drove off. 


SMITH’S STATEMENT. 


Wm. Smith, one of the four men ar- 
rested as accessory to the murder, and 
the claimant of the land in dispute, 
made a statement toa TiIMEs reporter 
yesterday morning giving his version of 
the affair, a synopsis of which is as fol- 
-lows: 

Smith considers that he is the 
legal owner of the land, which was also 
claimed by Avise, and which is located 
in the Rose tract’near San Gabriel. He 
has a house on it, and his son has been 
living there for some time past. Last 
Saturday he came to town and met Ben 
Avise, and from some action of bis, 
suspected that he was about to 
make him trouble. He states that 
Ayise has been for some _ time 
past threatening to occupy the 
land at all hazards. -Accordingly, 
that afternoon he hastened to his home, 
which is located at Savannah, on the 
way stopping at the ranch in question, | j 
where he found, as he expected, his son, 
George Smith and Ed. Cummings, an 
employé. Noticing that Agise’ had de- 
posited a load,of wood and some other 
‘articles on the land, he told his son to 
have them removed to an adjoining 
tract. He then went to Savanna and 
shortly after returned. with William 


.| Parker, an employé, and William Kim- 


ball, of El Monte, to whom the land was 
leased last winter. All present were in the 
house when they saw Avise and his wife 
coming from town. The two drove to 
where the articles had been put, and, 

finding them, moved off, were much 
excited, and Avise coming near the 
house where the Smith party was, in- 
quired where the was that had 
dared to meve his property. -He had a 
double-barreled shotgun with him, 
cocked, and three revolvers about his 
person. Words were now passed be- 
tween both parties, Smith claiming that 
all he wanted was peaceful possession 
of his property, and Avise declaring that 
no one could prevent him from occupy- 
ing it. Finally Avise commenced to 
unload some of the stuff in his wagon, 
and Smith warned him to leave. -Avise 
declared that he would not go, and af- 
ter further argument on the part of 
Smith, commenced to abuse Kimball, 

using very violent language. Kimball 
of course replied, and Mrs. Avise be- 
coming excited, took up the shot- 
gun and fired it, narrowly miss- 
ing} Kimball, the charge burning 
his coat slightly. Avise then said, ‘‘I 

am going to shoot you anyway,” and 

drew a ‘revolver, cocked it, and was 
about to fire, when Kimball raised his 
gun and shot Avise, the charge taking 
effect in the face. He died shortly 
after. The men then took away the 
gun from Mrs. Avise and secured the 
revolvers..-The horse the Avises had 
been driving, taking fright at the shoot- 
ing and running away, one of the men 
secured it and Mrs. Avise drove to the 
Mission, Smith says positively 
that not one of the ng except Kim- 
ball made any attempt to shyt Avise, 
or even threatened to. Smith claims 
that the act was solely one of self-de- 
fense on the part of Kimball.
